Botanists differ as to the poisonous

Ifa yew tree over- 


hangs a neighbor's land and his horses 
eat the yew without trespassing, 
tbe 


owner of the tree is liable topay for 
any Injury the horses may sustain. On 
the other hand, if the horses or cattle 
cannot browse on the treo withoutput- 
ting their!beads over the fence the 
owner of the horses must bear the loss, 
tor his animals have trespassed.—Lon- 
don Answers. 


By the general laws of England oak, 


ash and elm are "timber" ifnot youn- 
ger than 20 years, or so old that a good; 
post cannot be cut from them. 
What 


constitutes "timber" varies slightlyac- 
cording to locality, but when a tree is 
proved to be "timber" a person who 
has only a life interest in the land It 
grows upon cannot cut it down unless 
Itbe on an estate cultivated solely for 
the production of salable "timber" or 
unless he has aspecial agreement giving 
Mm power to do so. A mere lifeten- 
intmay not even cut down trees which 
ire not "timber," but which would at 
the age of 20 years attain that dignity. 


The chances of evading fares on tbe 


street cars of German cities are very 
slight' When a passenger 
steps on a 
car, tbe conductor Immediately

have no trade from the outside 


and very little from the inside, hence itis not overdrawing 
the matter to declare business 
in Jackson 
paralyzed 
for the 


time being. 
How long this state of things is to;last depends 


in a great measure on the wisdom of our own people, includ- 
ing both" the quarantined 
and the unquarantined.

person in Jackson, including the sick, does his duty to the
